STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWEED  B5f  D3ALERS  AND  MANUFACTURERS 

Total  Stocks  Up  From  A  Year  Ago 

Stocks  of  all   types  —I   of  leaf  tobacco  owned  "by  dealers  and  manuf acturers   in  the 
United  States   and  Puerto  Rico   totaled  3»  551  million  pounds(  farm- sales-weight)  on 
October  1,    19^S.   =J      This  quantity  was  the   largest  on  record  for  October  1  and 
exceeded  stocks  a  year  ago  "by  218  million  pounds. 

During   the  third  quarter  of  19^-S  around   725  million  pounds  entered   stocks   through, 
purchases     and  deliveries  as  compared  with  700  million  pounds  for  the   same  quarter 
last  year.      The  marketings  consisted  principally  of  flue-cured  tobacco9   "but  also 
included  Maryland  and  cigar-leaf0 

For   the  southern  types,    holdings  of   flue-cured,    fire-cured,    Maryland  and  dark 
air-cured  were  all  larger  than  a  year  ago,   whereas,   Burley  stocks  were  about  k 
percent  lower..     Among  the  cigar  leaf  types,    stocks  were   slightly  larger  for 
Pennsylvania  Seedleaf,    the   Connecticut  binder  types  and  the    shade-grown  wrapper 
types.     On  the  other  hand,    stocks  of  the  Wisconsin  types  and  Puerto  Rican  were 
slightly  smaller  than  on  October-  19    19*+7 °

Flue- cured  and  Maryland  Stocks  Larger  -  '-r  -  ■ 

Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  as  of  October  1,  1948  were  1,874  million  pounds 
compared  with  1,6*40  million  for  the  corresponding  quarter  last  year,   Marketing 
of  the  1948  flue-cured  tobacco  -crop  began  in  July  and  around  700  million  pounds 
had  beer,  sold  by  October  1,  The  1948  crop  is  estimated  to  total  1,032  million 
pounds  v, 

Stocks  of  Buriey  tobacco  were  about  39  million  pounds  below  last  year,  and 
totaled  902  million  pounds  this  October  1.  Eased  on  these  stocks,  disappearance 
of  Burley  tobacco  during  past  marketing  year,  October  1,  1947  -  September  30,  19^8, 
amounted  to  523  million  pounds  of  which-  495  million  pounds'  represented  domestic 
consumption  and  around  28  million  exports,.   In  comparison,  domestic  consumption 
during  the  previous  marketing  year  was  477  million  pounds  and  exports  totaled 
50  million,. 

Maryland  tobacco  holdings  increased  3«3  million  pounds  from  a  year  ago  and 
totaled  55'9  million  pounds  on  October  1,  1948.   Around  18  million  pounds  of  the 
1947  Maryland  crop  were  marketed  during  the  third  quarter  this  year  and  sales 
over  the  loose-leaf  auction  floors  were  completed  in  August c  Disappearance  of 
Maryland  tobacco  during  the  marketing  year  ending  September  30.  19^8,  was'  35»1 
million  pounds  as  compared  with  3^*0  during  the  previous  year.  Exports  of 
Maryland  tobacco  during  the  past  12  months  total  7c 3  million  pounds  compared" 
with  5»7  million  a  year  earlier0 

Holdings  of  Foreign-grown  cigarette  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other)  totaled  112,4 
million  pounds  on  Octobe-r  lt    1948  as  against  stocks  of  109,6  million  on 
October  1,  1947, 

DAM  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Fire-cured  and  Dark  Air-cured  Stocks  Larger 
Compared  with  Last  October-  1_«, 

Stocks  of  fire-cufed  tobacco  on  October  1,  1948  were  162,5  million  pounds  which 
represents  ah  increase  of  19d  million  pounds  over  holdings  a. year  ago.  Based  on 
October  1  stocks,  disappearance  of  fire-cured  tobacco .during  the  marketing  .year, 
October  1947  —  September  19^8,  amounted  to  66-, 7  million  pounds  of  which  36.4 
million  pounds  were  used  in  the  United  States,  and  30«3  million  were  exported. 
The  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  marketing  year  were  3.602  million 
pounds  domestic  consumption  and  J,h^h   million  of  exports,,  Fire-cured  stocks 
by  types  on  October  1,  1948  were  22,2  million  pounds  of  Virginia  fire-cured, 
97»7  million  of.  Eastern  District  fire-cured,  42,3  million  of.  Western  District 
fire-cured,  and  0,3  million  of'  Henderson  Stemming, 

Dark  air-cured  stocks  were  up  4,5  million  pounds  compared  with  October  1,  19^7. 
with  stocks  this  October  1  totaling  77»2  million  pounds.   Stocks  of  dark  air— cured 
tobacco  indicated  a  disappearance  of  these  types  during  the  past  marketing  year 
October  1947  -  September  1948,  of  3^,8  million  pounds  compared  with  37»3  million 
during  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.  Disappearance  during  the  past 
year  consisted  of  26,4  million  pounds  of  domestic  consumption  and  6,4  million 
exported  as  compared  with  29»7  million  and  7o6  million  respectively  during  the 
previous  year.   Holdings  of  dark  air-cured  toba.cco  on  October  1,  1948  were  41,6 
million  pounds  of  One  Sucker,  32«4  million  of  Green  Biver  and  3*2  million  of 
Virginia  sun-cured. 


CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS 

Filler  Stocks  Down  Slightly; 

Binder  and  Shade  Wrapper  Holdings  Show  Small  Increase 

Stocks  of  the  cigar-leaf  types  on  October  1,  19^8  were  339*7  million  pounds 
(farm-sales-weight)  of  the  domestic  types  including  .Puerto  Rican,  which  were 
just  slightly  greater  than  total  holdings  a  year  ago0   Foreign-grown  cigar-leaf 
stocks  decreased  to  2^8  million  pounds  (un stemmed  equivalent)  compared  with 
3306  million  on  October  1,  19*+7o 

Cigar-filler  stocks  including  Puerto  Rican  were  19^-  million  pounds,  whereas 
holdings  of  these  types  totaled  196.2  million  pounds  on  October  1,  19^7-» 
Pennsylvania  seedleaf  filler  stocks  were  up  about  J)ak   million  pounds  from  a  year 
ago,  but  Puerto  Rican  stocks  decreased  5»8  million  pounds,  Pennsylvania  seedleaf 
stocks  were  101,9  million  pounds,,  the  Ohio  filler  types  23 . 9  million,  and 
Puerto  Rican  68*2  million  of  which  32»3  million  were  held  in  Puerto  Rico,  Based 
on  October  1  stocks,  disappearance  by  types  of  cigar  filler  leaf  during  the  past 
marketing  year  and  the  corresponding  figures  a  year  earlier  were  as  follows; 
Pennsylvania  seedleaf,  5*02   million  pounds  and  60^9  million;  Ohio  filler,  7<»3 
million  and  10,0  million!  and  Puerto  Rican,  30-3  million  and  27.3  million, 
respectively* 

Binder  type  stocks  this  October  1  were  125* 8  million  pounds  compared  with  123.8 
million  a  year  ago0   There  were  larger  inventories  of  the  Connecticut  binder  types 
which  slightly  more  than  balanced  small  declines  in  stocks  of  the  other  binder 
types  as  compared  with  October  ls  19^7»   The  holdings  by  types  were  divided  as 
follows^  Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf,  30"3  million  pounds 5  Connecticut  Valley 
Havana  Seed,  19,3  million;  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed  2,5  million; 
Southern  Wisconsin  37»2  million;  Northern  Wisconsin  3&o2  million;  and  Georgia 
and  Florida  binder,  0„2  million,  Disappearance  of  the  binder  type  tobacco  during 
the  past  marketing  year  as  indicated  by  stocks  amounted  to  63*3  million  pounds  as 
compared  with  53«7  million  for  the  previous  marketing  year. 

Most  of  the  19^-8  crop  of  Georgia  and  Florida  shade-grown  wrapper  and  some  of  the 
Connecticut  shade-grown  entered  stocks  during  the  third  quarter.  Production  of 
the  shade-grown  wrapper  types  in  19^-8  is  estimated  at  lU,6  million  pounds0   Stocks 
of  the  shade-grown  types  as  of  October  1,  19^+8  were  20  million  pounds  of  which 
12,2  million  were  Connecticut  Valley  Shade  and  7»8  million  Georgia  and  Florida 
shade. 

There  has  been  a  marked  decline  in  Cuban  (Havana)  stocks  from  a  year  ago. 
Holdings  of  Type  81  were  23,9  million  pounds  compared  with  30*9  million  on 
October  1,  19^7,   Inventories  of  the  other  foreign-grown  cigar  types  as  of 
October  1,  19^8  were  0,5  million  pounds  of  Sumatra  and  Javav  0C3  million  of 
Philippine  Islands  (Manila)  and  0ol  million  of  Other  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf0
